Foreign * Minister Alichiro 
Fujiyama was among the first 
to congratulate the people of 
Hawali and the United States 
upon the jonal action 
which sent the statehood bill 
to President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower for signature. 

Fujiyama gave UPI the fol- 
lowing message:

“Hawaii has very deep rela- 
tions with Japan, and we rejoice 
with its people on this very 
happy occasion. — 

I am especially glad because 
this will give the many Amer- 
ican citizens of Japanese ances- 
try in Hawali an even better in- 
centive to do their best in the 
service of the United States.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) The 
United States’ flag is going to 
have a 50th star—but no one 
knows when it will be added 
or precisely where it will be 
placed. 


Flagmakers, who _ tensely 
awaited the decision on the de- 
sign for a 49-star flag to accom- 
modate the admission of Alaska, 
were up a pole once again. 


To make it worse, Hawali’'s 
certain addition as the 50th 
‘ member of the Union came be- 
fore it was actually proper to 
display the 49-star flag. 


The flag design adding a star 
for AlasKa was approved Jan. 3, 
when the State joined the 
Union.

—International communism, a 
“fantastic conspiracy,” in 40 
years has seized control of more 
than a third of the earth's popu- 
lation.

-— The military position and 
economic prosperity of the Unit- 
ed States are inescapably inter- 
dependent with those of the rest 
of the free world.

Text of CICR 
Statement 


GENEVA (AP)— The 
International Red Cross 
Committee (CICR) an- 
nounced Friday: 


“At the time when representa- 
tives of the national Red Cross 
societies of Japan and the Re- 
public of Korea are present in 
Geneva for the purpose of ex- 
pressing their views concerning 
the problem of the return to 
Korea of some of the Koreans 
resident in Japan, a statement 
on the attitude of the Interna- 
tional Committee of the Red 
Cross in regard to the facts at 
its disposal may be helpful. 

“On Feb. 14 last the Inter- 
national Committee of the Red 
Cross was invited by the Japa- 
nese Red Cross to send repre 
sentatives to Japan to verify 
that, in expressing a desire to 
proceed to North Korea, the Ko- 
reans concerned were acting of 
their own free will. This ap- 
proach was made following a de- 
cision of the Japanese Govern- 
ment communicated to the com- 
mittee on Feb. 19, 1959, 

“As no Japanese vessels were 
available for the purpose the 
CICR was also requested to lend 
its services for the organization 
of transport. In addition the 
committee was asked to inter- 
vene in regard to the release of 
Japanese fishermen interned in 
the Republic of Korea.

The doctor has applied the 
X-ray method to about 500 per- 
sons in three years. 

According to Dr. Miyata, a 
shadow was found in the X-rays 
of the heads of neurosis patients, 
while there was no such shadow 
for healthy persons. 


He believes that the shadow 
stands for spinal or lym- 
phatic fluid present in the brain, 
and that it is caused by some 
mutation that occurs in the 
brain as a result of mental sti- 
mulus. 

Dr. Miyata reported that so- 
called neurosis patients can be 
divided into two categories— 
those suffering from mental 
causes and those from liver or 
heart trouble. 

He also reported that the 
shadows were found in the X- 
rays of 83 per cent of “mental 
neurosis patients,” 63 per cent 
of “physical neurosis patients” 
and 25 per cent of congenitally 
psychotic patients. 

The doctor explained that the 
high percentage indicates that 
neurosis may be a form of in- 
flammation. 

Dr. Miyata Predicted that 
neurosis can be treated with 
medicine if the relationship be- 
tween the X-ray shadow and 
neurosis is discovered.

PAY not PRY. Many a 
normal “wife” is occasion- 
ally apt to PRY a little, just 
out of curiosity. It is 
particularly the “suspicious 
wife” who “may be prepar- 
ed to” PAY to find things 
out. 


CHAT not CHAP. However 
“nice” a CHAP may be, it 
doesn’t follow that he is a 
good diplomat, or that his 
efforts, if any, will not be 
resented. “A nice CHAT 
can” certainly “help” make 
for a friendlier atmosphere. 


TRUCK not TRACK. While 
calling for the utmost con- 
eentration, TRACK racing 
would never really be de 
scribed as “careful driving,” 
particularly to justify the 
clue words “more careful 
driving.” TRUCK is nor- 
mally carefully driven and 
perhaps even more s0 
“when it is wet.” TRICK 
is too vague and should be 
further qualified. 

STATE not STAGE. The 
STAGE is not a_ unified 
entity and so is not criticiz- 
ed as a whole as implied by 
the clue word “generally.” 
Individual criticisms of 
STAGE plays are the rule.

Owner representatives of the 
12 pro ball teams, six each in 
the Central and Pacific leagues, 
announced effective Friday re 
gulations controlling payment 
of bonuses and salaries as a 
self-protective measure to keep 
them from going broke. 


The representatives, who met 
Thursday with Baseball Com- 
missioner Noboru Inouye, new 
Pacific League president Fujio 
Nakazawa and Central League 
President Ryuji 
doubtedly acted to prevent a 
repetition of the Tamiya case. 

Kenjiro Tamiya, 30-year-old 
center fielder of the Central 
League runner-up Hanshin 
Tigers, won the 1958 batting 
championship of his league and 
became a “lQ@year player’— 
ten years active service as a 


ro. 

Under the “10-year player” 
rule, which is applicable only 
to players who signed before 
1952 and eventually will become 
extinct, a player of this category 
becomes a free agent and is 
eligible to get a bonus to sign 
anew with. his old club or with 
any other club. 

The Tigers management of- 
fered Tamiya a bonus, of ¥25 
million ($69.500) to remain but 
refused to pay the ¥30 million 
which Tamiya demanded. 

Tamiya, the Central figure in 
the greatest “stove league” ac- 
tivities thus far in Japanese 
pro ball history, finally signed 
up with the Daimai Orions of 
the Pacific League at a report- 
ed bonus of ¥30 million ($83,- 
400), plus an undisclosed at- 
tractive salary. 

Japanese baseball experts 
began prognosticating early 
this year that 27-year-old south- 
paw Shoichi Kaneda of the 
Kokutetsu Swallows, the great- 
est pitcher and the highest paid 
ball player in Japan, would re- 
ceive the stupendous bonus of 
at least ¥50 million ($139,000) 
at the end of the 1958 season 
as a “10-year-man.” 

But the most he will be able 
to get under the new regula- 
tions taking effect yesterday is 
a bonus of ¥20 million ($55,600) 
to remain with his ball club. 

The new regulations provide 
that a “l0-year-man” can be

Japanese Minister Takezo 
Shimoda delivered a _ written 
proposal to Deputy Assistant 
Secretary of State W. T. M. 
Beale Jr. in a half-hour meeting 
at the State Department. 

Beale and Shimoda refused to 
disclose contents of the revised 
Japanese plan. 

However, Beale told reporters, 
“I think they really made an 
honest attempt to come up with 
a reasonable proposal. But how 
reasonable I cannot say until it 
has been studied.” 

Beale said there was no dis- 
cussion of the new plan at the 
meeting. He promised that 
State and Commerce Depart- 
ment experts would study it and 
the U.S. Government would give 
its reply soon, 

Shimoda told reporters, “We 
hope that this new proposal will 
contribute to the early solution 
of this problem.” 

He said the Japanese Govern- 
ment and industry had tried to 
meet the U.S. Government and 
industry objections to the previ- 
ous Japanese plan for relaxation 
of the quota controls. 

Shimoda refused to say whe- 
ther the new plan conformed to 
suggestions made by Assistant 
Secretary of Commerce Henry 
Kearns duting and after his 
visit to Tokyo last month. 
* Kearns said Japan should agree 

to reduce shipments of some tex- 
tile items which had had dam- 
aging competitive effects on 
* American manufactures in ex- 
change for American acceptance 
of larger quotas on some other 
items. 

Kearns was particularly op 
posed to increases in gingham, 
corduroy and velveteen. He 
suggested cutbacks in Japanese 
shipments of the first two. 

Japan is continuing to limit 
its textile exports to the United 
States while efforts to reach an 
understanding on new quotas 
for the current year continue.

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Nee Statehood for Hawaii 


The news that the United States Congress has voted 
to make the Territory of Hawaii the 50th state of the 
Union has evoked pleasurable interest in Japan where the 
fortunes of the Pacific archipelago are naturally watched 


with close attention. 
About one-third of the 


population is of Japanese 


ancestry, and it is no exaggeration to say that people of 
Japanese race have been largely responsible for building 
up the territory to its present degree of prosperity and 
enabling it to claim statehood with confidence. 

At the same time many other races have made valuable 
contributions to the islands’ development, and among the’ 
larger such groups enumerated by the census are Hawaiians 
and part Hawaiians, Caucasians, Filipinos, Chinese, Puerto 


Ricans and Koreans. 


Hawaii indeed has proved a veritable melting pot of 
the nations, and intermarriage between the various races 


is still frequent. 


The first Japanese to go to Hawaii entered the islands 
as long ago as 1868, but they were then only a handful. 
Chinese immigration became a big factor in the life of the 


country; 


in fact the Chinese immigrants became so 


numerous that restrictive measures were applied to them 


toward the end of last century. 


It was then that the 


Japanese began to come to the islands in large numbers, 
and from the year 1900 onward there was a great increase 


in the total of Japanese residents. 


The Hawaiian-born 


children of all alien residents became American citizens 


by birth. 


The acquisition of statehood by Hawaii is hailed in 
many quarters as helping to bring together Asian and 
Western cultures and certainly the presence of so many 
people of Asian descent in Hawaii should help forward 
greater understanding and tolerance among the population 


as they work together to build up their new state. 


It will 


also be observed that traditional American institutions, 
and their modern developments, fit the needs of people of 
widely different origins who are prepared to live in 


peaceful cooperation.

States has sometimes been accused of 


allowing a degree of racial discrimination to continue in 


everyday dealings.

Statehiood for Hawaii, with its mixed 


way to show that such dis- 


crimination is no part of over-all policy. 

The transfer of Hawaii from the status of a territory 
to that of a state of the Union will not mean any revolu- 
tionary changes; it will, however, help the people to a 
fuller political and economic life and further the prospects, 
already brilliant, for their future. Japan will be one of 
the first of the nations to wish the new state the further 
prosperity and progress its people deserve. 


The Matsukata Collection 


Foreign Minister Aiichiro Fujiyama has secured the 
approval of his Cabinet cdlleagues on his plan to invite 
representatives of French artistic circles to mark the 
opening in May of a gallery for the French art objects 
known as the Matsukata collection. 

According to Mr. Fujiyama’s plan, the Japanese Govern- 
ment will invite 10 to 15 Frenchmen outstanding in the 
fields of belles-lettres, fine arts, music and motion picture. 
The invitation will be made to express this nation’s deep 
gratitude for the return of the precious art collection to 


this country 


We hope that the French reactions to this 


plan will be favorable and the visit of distinguished guests 
in the cultural fields will further cement the ties between 


the two nations. 


The Matsukata collection is made up of more than 300 
paintings and 60 sculptures by famed artists, such as Corot, 
Delacroix, Millet, Cezanne, Monet, Renoir, Rodin, Pissaro 
and Picasso. The art works were collected by the late 
Japanese industrialist Baron Kojiro Matsukata. 

Some 40 years ago, the late baron bought the art 
objects during his European travels and was ready to 
ship them home. But he found a formidable obstacle in 
the 100 per cent import duty, payment of which was 
required by the Japanese Government. 


A 


pparently, the 100 per cent duty was too much even 


for this wealthy baron, who reluctantly left behind half 
of his collection in Paris. This became known as the 
Matsukata collection. During World War II, the French 
Government confiscated it in accordance with law. 

It was through the sympathetic considerations of the 
French side that the art collection was finally designated 
for return to Japan after a period of negotiations between 


the two countries. 


Japan has promised to build a new art gallery in 
Tokyo to exhibit the invaluable art works in a permanent 


fashion. 


In accordance with this promise, the gallery, 


designed by the famous French architect Le Corbusier, 
is now under construction near the National Museum of Art. 

Mr, Fujiyama’s plan, if carried out properly, is expected 
to offer a great chance for deepening Japanese appreciation 
of French culture, and also to prepare an auspicious start 


for the new fine art museum. 


Vested Interests in Election 


Gerrymander and Rotten Boroughs Pose Problem in Japanese Politics 


Gerrymander and a rotten 
borough are the two symbols of 
corruption in ‘an electorate sys- 
tem, from which no country 
seems to be entirely free in this 
world. 


In 1812—so we are told—Gov. 
Elbridge Gerry's party seeking 
advantage over its opponent 
divided Essex County, Massa- 
chusetts, in such an unnatural 
and irregular manner that the 
election district assumed the 
shape of a salamander or a 
dragon. 

Twenty years later in Eng- 
land, it was brought to legisia- 
tive attention that some 
boroughs contained but few 
voters, yet retained the pri- 
vileges of sending a member to 
Parliament. 

For lack of any other pic 
turesque word, the word gerry- 
mander has found its way into 
Japanese, The rotten borough, 
through not accepted by stand- 
ard dictionaries, certainly rep- 
resents a concept that is‘ gain- 
ing currency here. 

In the general election last 
May, a conspicuous discrepancy 
was noted between the votes 
garnered and the number of 
seats won by the political par- 
ties. The number of seats 
(with preelection figures in 

rentheses) was 287 (290) 

beral - Democrats, 166 (158) 
Socialists, 1 (2) Communists, 
the remainder in the 467-seat 
chamber being accounted for 
by independents and vacancies. 
In comparison with the preced- 
ing election, the Liberal-Demo- 
crats lost 408,660 votes, while 
the Socialists and the Commu- 
nists gained 1,923,470 and 278,- 
914 votes respectively. 

Sharp Reminder 

This fact would have been 
completely forgotten but for a 
sharp reminder from an assis- 
tant professor of geography at 
Chiba University.

The voters in the first district 
of Tokyo numbering about 1 
million elect four representa- 
tives, while the 450,000 voters 
in Yamanashi Prefecture are 
represented by five representa- 
tives. In the last election, 
Liberal - Democrat Senpachi 
Suzuki failed with 80,000 votes 
in the fifth district of Tokyo, 
but Socialist Homei Ogawa was 
returned with 32,000 votes in 
the second district of Chiba.

ECAFE Meeting 

Japanese delegates are report- 
ediy planning to stress at the 
15th general meeting of the 
ECAFE now under way in Aus- 
tralia the need for expanding 
mutual trade among BECAFE 
member countries and for 
diversified production.

A-Test Ban Meet 

The three major powers par- 
ticipating in the Geneva confer- 
ence for banning nuclear tests 
should exert their utmost efforts 
toward successful conclusion of 
a nuclear test banning agree- 
ment that would be without 
loopholes. The participating na- 
tions should also bear in mind 
that the entire world places 
great expectations on the con- 
ference. A failure in reaching 
an agreement would bring about 
serious effects. The parties con- 
cerned should remember that 
now is the best time to conclude 
an agreement because there are 
at present only three countries 
which possess nuclear weapons. 
If the number of nations pos- 
sessing nuclear weapons in- 
creases, it will become more 
difficult to conclude such an

A vote in 
Gumma is, therefore, roughly 
worth three votes in Tokyo 
The nationwide average devia- 
tion, which represents the 
average extent of inequality, is 
0.2, however. 

Though Prof. Shimizu limited 
the subject of his articles to 
the election of the House of 
Representatives, the problem of 
disproportion in fact extends 
wider than that. 

Election 


District 

While the election district for 
the House of Representatives is 
sometimes as large as a whole 
prefecture, the forthcoming local 
elections will be campaigned in 
areas not larger than a city 
or “gun,” the administrative 
subunit of a prefecture. It is 
in these smaller districts that 
the pressure for gerrymandering 
comes to the fore. 

In preparation for the coming 
elections on April 23 and 30, 
the local governments tried last 
fall to straighten out the elec- 
tion districts. Though the 
situation was diverse in each 
locality, it was not difficult to 
imagine how the gerrymander- 
ing pressure came to bear upon 
the official map-drawing. 

In Shizuoka Prefecture, for 
instance, Iwata-gun is now 
made up of four isolated zones 
because of interposition of the 
newly created cities. Though 
this irregular shape of the elec- 
tion district is not the outcome 
of gerrymandering, the vested 
interests are opposed to any at- 
tempt for rectification. 

Also in Saitama Prefecture, 
the reform plan of the prefec- 
tural government was squelch- 
ed by those local assemblymen 
who wanted to Keep the status 
quo. in this case, the status 
quo means disparity between a 
22,000 population and a 51,000 
population in two districts both 
equally represented with one 
seat in the local assembly. 

Reform Needed 

Some of the above examples 
of disproportion seem to 
call for a reform measure that 
is bound to favor the Opposi- 
tion Socialists. In the case of 
the election district for the 
House of Representatives Prof. 
Shimizu suggests taking away 
40. seats from the countryside 
and giving them to Tokyo, 
Osaka, northern Kyushu, Hok- 
kaido and a few other districts 
specifically mentioned. 

These latter areas are precise- 


ly those where the Socialist 
position is strong. It may be 
said that the ruling Liberal 
Democrats stand to lose a maxi- 
mum of 80 seats in comparative 


- strength ‘against the Socialists. 


But the electorate reform is 
not always proposed in the 
Socialists’ favor. There is, for 
instance, the proposal for aboll- 
tion of the national constituen- 
cy in the Upper House election. 
This proposal is now too late 
for the coming June election, 
however. 


Out of the 250 seats for coun- 
cillors, 100 are contested in 
the single national constituen- 
cy. This system was once sup 
posed to give advantage to men 
of prominence in their own 
fields—for instance, scholars, 
artists and religionists — and 
make the Upper Chamber what 
ic ought to be. 


The result was, however, far 
different from it. This nationai 
constituency system gave the 
labor unionists an edge over 
other candidates, And the na- 
tionwide electorate makes any 
effective campaigning extremely 
difficult, 

(ne-Man-One-District 


Another reform preposal is 
for adoption of the small elec- 
torate for the House of Rep 
vesentatives. In this plan, only 
one man will be elected from 
one district as a rule. This re 
form plan was included in the 
platform which Prime Min- 
ister Kishi espoused in the last 
election. 


This plan gives a clear advan- 
tage to the ruling Liberal-Dem- 
ocrats. In the last election, 
the ruling party garnered 22, 
976,842 votes as against the So- 
cialists’ 13,093,987. The ratio 
is seven to four in favor of .he 
Liberal-Democrats. If the local 
particularity is disregarded, the 
ratio seems to be strong enough 
to assure the Liberal-Democratic 
monopoly of the national legis 
lature in the event the one-man- 
one-district principle is énforced. 


Reviewing the electorate srys- 
tem of Japan, one has to face 
again the same partisan vested 
interests that have given cur- 
rency to such words as gerry- 
mander and rotten borougha. 
Since no reformer can operate 
in the vacuum, any realistic so- 
lution of the problems tends to 
fall in with the status quo. Un- 
fortunately, the claim of legality 
and rationality turns out, more 
often than not, to be a hollow 
pretense. 


Hawaii and Far East 


U.S. Seen in Better Light by Asians

WASHINGTON (AP)—Admis- 
sion of Hawaii as America’s 
50th state is expected general- 
ly here to strengthen the U.S. 
position in the Far East parti- 
cularly, and among Asians gen- 
erally. 


US. Representative Walter 
Judd (R-Minn.) summed up this 
view Thursday: 


“I think Hawaiian statehood 
will have a great impact in 
Asia. It will eliminate the 
charge that the United States 
treats Asians as second class 
citizens. This is the end of any 
possible charge by our enemies 
oe are practicing colonial- 


The predominant Asian popu- 
lation of Hawaii's 585,000 
ple is in this fashion: Japanese 
ancestry, 34 per cent; Hawaiian- 
Polynesian, 16 per cent; Fili- 
pino, 15 per cent; Chinese, 6 
pre cent; small but influential 
groups of Koreans, Indonesians 
and Indians. 


Hawaii’s delegate to congress, 
John A. Burns, said the people 
of the Far East who look at 
Hawaii can see themselves in a 
mirror. 


“By tradition and background 
they can see themselves in that 
same situation,” he said. “Our 
people are providing a bridge to 
bring together Asian and West- 
ern cultures. 

Burns said 4,500 to 5,000 
Hawaiians are working over- 
seas now on various U.S. tech- 
nical projects—as agricultural 
experts, health and sanitation 
technicians for U.S. foreign aid 
programs. Their influence and 
prestige are bound to rise 
wherever they may be, he says. 

For this reason Burns expects 
Hawaiian statehood will offset 
in some measure the ill-effects 
on Asians of the Little Rock, 
Arkansas, racial incident and 
segregation troubles in the U.S. 
South. 

Philippine Ambassador Carlos 
P. Romulo also was struck by 
the racial question: 

“Hawalian statehood shows 
another advance in America’s 
evolution toward better race 
relations,” he. said. “With so 
many nations represented 
among its population, it is an 
assertion of U.S. desires to con- 
tinue improving its racial re- 
lations.” , 

John A. O'Donnell, represen- 
tative of the Philippine Sugar 
Association and former US. 
War Damage Commissioner, 
said he considers the political 
effects will be good in the 
Philippines. 

Inevitably, he said Hawaii 
will sooner or lafer elect rep- 
resentatives and senators to 
congress of Philippine, Japa- 
nese or Chinese ancestry. He 
expresed hope an American of 
Philippine ancestry would in 
time be elected to the USS. 
Senate.

A Japanese Embassy spokes- 
man predicted that Hawaiian 
statehood would be received 
favorably in Japan.

Judd expressed that 
more Asians will be brought to 
Hawaii for technical training at 
such plates as the University 
of Hawaii. He said the islands,

a reception center in Hawaii for 
Asians coming to the United 
States on leadership exchanges. 


Finally, Representative John 
H. Dent (D-Penn.) called at- 
tention to the five major U.S. 
military commands centered in 
Hawaii where the U.S. Pacific 
Fleet is headquartered at Pearl 
Harbor. 


“Statehood serves notice to 
the world that the United States 
intends to stay in the Pacific. 

“Hawaii is a community of 
Americans who have proved 
that East and West can live and 
work together, in peace and 
war, under the flag of freedom.”

nd was regarded as a liability 
rather than an asset to her hus- 
band’s career. 


This saying is not true with 
Mrs. Kaoruko Hatoyama, wife 
of the late Ichiro Hatoyama 
who was Prime Minister for 
two years from December 1954. 
Perhaps Mrs. Hatoyama is 
much more intelligent and 
smarter than the so-called clev- 
er women, so she always stay- 
ed in the background, pushing 
her husband forward when 
other clever women would not 
have been satisfied to stay in 
the background. 


Hatoyama could have been 
Prime Minister much sooner if 
Japan had not gone to war. 
During the war years Hato- 
yama who did not wish to 
cooperate with Japan’s military 
clique, remained inactive, at- 
tending to his farm. When he 
worked on the farm Mrs. Hato- 
yama did too, 


After he became Prime Min- 
ister rather belatedly in 1954 
he was always accompanied by 
his wife. When the voters saw 
Hatoyama leaning on his cane 
and his wife standing behind 
him they felt sorry for him and 
criticized Mrs. Hatoyama as an 
ambitious woman who forced 
her semi-invalid husband to as- 
sume the premiership. However, 
this was not true. It was Hato- 
yama’s lifelong aspiration to 
become Prime Minister and 
Mrs. Hatoyama knew it. She 
was happy for him that his 


dream came true. 

The highlight of his l 
career was his visit to Sane 
in 1956 to conduct negotiations 
to normalize Japan-Soviet rela- 
tions. He could not have taken 
the strenuous trip if his wife 
had not gone with him. Being 
es Hatoyama needed 
constant care which only his 
wife could give. His diet had to 


be supervised Mrs Hato- 
yama. Like a spoiled child he 
ate the kind food harmful 


to his health in hie wife’s ab- 
sence. Mrs. Hatoyama was wife 
and mother to the late Prinie 
Minister. 


Mrs, Hatoyama is regarded as 
the model of the “ wife 
and wise mother” of the old- 
fashioned type. She is the 
mother of one son and four 
daughters and furthermore, has 
kept her position as president 
of Kyoritsu Women’s Univer- 
sity in . Hitotsubashi, Tokyo, 
which was founded by her 
mother-in-law, Mrs. ruko 
Hatoyama, noted educator. 

Hatoyama’s mother chose a 
young, intelligent graduate of 
Joshi Gakuin, a_ girl’s high 
school in Tokyo, as his eldest 
son's wife. Her choice was 
right. Calm and composed Mrs. 
Hatoyama was the perfect foil 
for her good-natured and 
rather easy-going husband, but 
the same qualities sometimes 
give an impression of coolness 
and arrogance. 

Now that her husband is 
gone will Mrs, Hatoyama take 
up a political career as some- 
times rumored? Or will she 
concentrate herself on the ef@u- 
cation of young women of Ja- 
pan?

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| Blacks Against Whites 


African Riots Identical in Cause, Aim

ACCRA, Ghana—Recent riots 
inv Rhodesia and Nyasaland and 
those earlier this year in the 
Belgian Congo were separated 
by the width of the African 
continent but were identical in 


underlying cause and purpose. 


They were the outward sym- 
bol of a deep inner unrest, of 
a drive by the biack African 
for his political and hitman 
emancipation, 


The existence of that unrest 
in areas of Africa under white 
rule is obvious to any outside 
observer who takes .the trouble 
to talk to Africans. It seeming- 
ly remains hidden only to a few 
leaders of colonial and white- 
settler governments. 


Ten days before ugly riots 
broke out in his country, Sir 
Roy Welensky, Prime Minister 
of the Central African Federa- 
tion, gave solemn assurance in 
an interview that there would 
be no trouble and that he had 
25 years of grace to work out 
all problems as long as the 
economic situation continued 
favorable. 


A radical agitator like Dr. 
Hastings Banda, leader of the 
African National Congress in 
Nyasaland who later sparked 
riots there and now is under 
arrest, commanded little sup- 
port, Welensky said. 


Welensky insisted the “mod- 
erate” African who was politi- 
cally aware remained on ‘his 


side. 

Yet subsequent interviews 
with dozens of other Rhode- 
sians, including members of 
Welensky’s own patty, civil 
servants in his Government 
and leaders of those “moderate” 
Africans, produced the con- 
sensus—too optimistic as it 
turned out—that there would be 
violence in Nyasaland within 
six months. 


Few experienced and dispas- 
sionate political experts in 
Africa doubt that there will be 
more riots or shattering, alarm- 
ing demonstrations: 


1. In the federation, where 
Africans deem the Welensky 
Government hypocritical in i 
promise of a full black Ba 

te “partnership” and where 
in any event precious few real 
steps have been taken to im- 
plement that policy. 

2. In the Congo, where the 
natives also doubt the 
faith of Belgium’s Jan. 13 dec- 
laration promising self-govern- 
ment a independence, since 
the Government refuses to give 
or hint. at a date of that event. 


3. In Kenya, where white 
settlers fiercely resist equal 
participation to Africans in 
Government and where Britain 
has still to make a promise of 
self-government or to acknowl- 
edge the African nationalists’ 
elemental battle cry of “one 
man, one vote.” ’ 


4. In the Union of South 
Africa, where apartheid (segre- 
gation) reduces the African to 
a common laborer, perpetually 
denies him any political or 
social rights and allows him 
few l ones, except in isolat- 
ed rural areas where he is to 
be sequestered. 


The Jan. 4 riots in Leopold- 
ville were violently antiwhite 
in tone and it will take much 
more than the mere words of 
the Jan. 13 declaration to 
satisfy the basic drive. 


The Nyasaland riots stemmed 
from fear of withdrawal of Brit- 
ish protection and descent into 
@ permanent abyss of subjuga- 
tion under a government of 
white Rhodesians if ns 
materialize to end the Central 
African Federation's colonial 
status and make it an independ- 
ent nation. 


The Brazzaville riots last 
month, it should be noted, were 
not of this pattern. For the 
new Congo Republic, formerly 
part of French Equatorial 
Africa, has won its struggle for 
independence. It has not, un- 
fortunately, achieved democra- 
cy, and the riots were manifes- 
tations of a political war be-

tween two parties and racial 
groups, 

Horrible as were the results 

—the unofficial estimate is 500 
to 600 killed—and frightening 
as they may be as an augury 
of future African self-govern- 
ment once white rule is with- 
drawn, they may not be as 
fearsome as the results if white 
governments resist African de- 
mands too long and too in- 
flexibly. 
For Africans mean to throw 
off white dominion, to govern 
themselves, to end color dis 
crimination’ and to win full 
equality In every form of pub- 
lic , life.
